Tientsin at noon. It will take about 
10 hours for the trip.

Officials Board Ship

customs officials boarded the ship 
about two hours after it docked. 
With them were nine Russian 
cargo checkers and Robert Puck. 
Puck is the Tientsin agent of the 
Pacific Far East line which" owns 
the Lakeland Victory. . 


They are staying aboard tonight. 


One Communist will sleep in Sex- 
ton's quarters. 


The Chinese officials' attitude

Transport Plane 
In Distress 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 10—(<P) 


—A four-engine C-54 military 
transport plane radioed it was in 
distress over the Pacific tonight 
with two engines out of commis- 
sion. Eight men were aboard. 


The plane at about 8 p. m., PST 


(11 p. m. EST) was approximately 
200 miles from San Francisco 
coming in from Hawaii. It was 
bound for the Fairfield-Suisun 
Air Force Base. 40 miles northeast 
of San Francisco. 


Two Coast Guard rescue planes, 


the Coast Guard cutter Chautau- 
qua and an Air Force PBY two- 
engine flying boat were ordered 
out to give aid if needed. The 
Coast Guard planes carried life- 
boats. 


The first report from the pilot 


at 6 p. m. PST, fiom 700 miles 
out, saying one engine was use- 
less and another was giving trou- 
ble. A little later he radioed that 
the other engine, apparently on 
the opposite side from the first 
disabled one, had cut out. 


At 200 miles out the plane re- 


ported it had lost 1500 feet and 
was down to 4500 feet altitude. 


Weather conditions were ex-

More on Loans 


Indicated it he 
Required to Keep 
Price Supports 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10—(fly- 


Three senators said today the gov- 
ernment may be forced to put up 
far more money next year for 
loans to maintain promised price 
supports under farm crops. Their 
estimates ran from another $1,- 
000,000,000 upward. 


They agreed in separate inter- 


views that even though nearly 
$5,000,000,000 now is available to 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
for price props under farm in- 
come, more will be needed. 


Declining prices on major agri- 


cultural crops and mounting sur- 
pluses should force action duiing 
the next session of Congress which 
convenes in January, they said. 


The amount posted for loans 


does not mean the government 
expects to lose anywhere near that 
much. The cost cannot be fore- 
told because it depends on the 
markets. 


Senator Aiken (R-Vt), No. 1 


GOP member of the Senate agri- 
culture committee, said "its been 
evident for months that the pres- 
ent $4,750,000,000 authorization for 
price support loans will not be 
adequate." 
Farm Program Danger 
"It might be wise to provide 


another $5,000,000,000 to cover the 
price readjustment period ahead 
for farmers," he said. 


"We should have started this 


readjustment sooner and we mav 
all regret that the support levels 
have been kept so high." 


Aiken said that recent high food 


prices have catised "ugly opposi- 
tion of consumers and voters that 
may endanger the 
whole 
farm 


program in the next few years." 


Senator Anderson (D-NM), for- 


mer secretary of agriculture and 
one of the sponsors of the new 
price support law, agreed that ad- 
ditional funds "may be needed be- 
fore the year ends." 


"It may take another $1,000,- 


000,000 or possibly as much as 
$2,000,000,000," he said. 


Aiken said that even if $5,000,- 


000,000 is needed "the adminis- 
tration probably will ask for it 
only one or two billions at a time." 


Congress doesn't actually appro- 


priate money for he farm price 
support program. Technically it 
grants the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration (CCC), which is controll- 
ed by the agriculture department, 
authority to borrow up to a cer- 
tain amount from the treasury. 


However, the end result on the 


taxpayer is just the same if the 
support transactions—buying 
ut> 


surpluses or making non-recourse 
loans to farmers—result in a loss. 


Senator Thye (R-Minn), anoth- 


er farm state lawmaker, said he 
expects Congress will be asked to 
authorize "at least $2,000,000,000 
more" for the price piogram. 


Thye said government lending 


agencies "now are forced to reseal 
a lot of wheat and corn from last 
year's grain crop in the midwest- 
ern farm belt."

Socialist Rule 
In Election Held

SYDNEY, 
Australia, Sunday

11—(3?)—Advocates of free 


enterprise ousted Australia's Labor 
government yesterday in the sec- 
ond defeat of Socialism in the 
Biitish commonwealth within 1! 
days. 


A combination of liberal anc 


country parties was assured of 6<; 
of the 121 voting memberships in 
the House of Representatives anc 
the majority that means they will 
form the new government. 


The Labor party, in office eight 


years, had won—or as good as 
won 50 seats. Seven seats remain- 
ed in doubt. 


The winners will have a major- 


ity of at least seven, and perhaps 
11. 


Returns from the Senate races, 


which rlo not affect the shift in 
the government, were still await- 
ed. 


The outcome paralleled the elec- 


tion verdict Nov. 30 in New Zea- 
land, a little sister dominion in 
the South Pacific. There National- 
ists pledged to free enterprise and 
slashing of state controls defeated 
a Labor government after 14 years 
of Socialist rule. 


Robert Gordon Menzies, Aus- 


tralian liberal leader who now 
will be restored to the prime min- 
istry he held from 1939 to 1941, 
called the turn on the Australian 
situation in his comment Dec. 


"The Socialists were brought to 


power in New Zealand, Australia 
and Great Britain in that order. 
This dramatic (New Zealand) re- 
sult seems a happy omen that 
.hey will go out in the same or- 
der." 


The British Labor government 


of Prime Minister AtUee faces an 
election sometime before the end 
of its five-year term next July.

Revolt Breaks in, 
Yunnan Province 
In Grave Situation 


TAIPEH, Formosa, Dec. 10—(ff) 


—Chiang Kai-Shek flew to For- 
mosa tonight from the chaotic 
mainland, where a Yunnan prov- 
ince revolt was stripping the Nat- 
ionalists of their last major foot- 
lolds. 


Large-scale organized resistance 


on the mainland is ending. A new 
era of Nationalist guerrilla war- 
:are is at hand. 


Tao Hsi-Sheng, Chiang's spokes- 


man, admitted the Yunnan situa- 
:ion was grave. Nationalist quar- 
ters held a faint hope that the 
revolt could yet be localized. They 
lave counted on that south prov- 
ince for a base. 


(Air crews of planes reaching 


Hong Kong from Kunming, Yun- 
nan province capital, said it was 
oelieved the whole province had 
gone • over to 
the Communists. 


Turncoat Nationalists held Kunm- 
ing.) 


Chiang laid his plans for guer- 


rilla warfare before he left Chen- 
jtu. The city served for 10 brief 
days as a refuge for the National- 
ist government before its removal 
to this island 100 miles off the 
mainland. 


The generalissimo also made a 


strenuous effort to keep Yunnan 
loyal. He called in three Yunnan 
generals for conferences shortly 
before he left. 
Off To Mountains 
When Chiang left Chengtu the 


streets were filled with soldiers 
of Gen, Hu Tsung-Nan's 350,000- 
man army. They were withdraw- 
ing to the mountains beyond, there 
to take up the burden of guerrilla 
warfare in western China. 


The headquarters for the Nat- 


ionalist operation will be Sichang. 
in mountainous Sikang province, 
200 miles southwest of Chengtu. 


Some of the soldiers rode in 


trucks, but for the rest it was a 
weary, 
plodding march. 
Some 


troops were barefooted in the bit- 
ter cold. 


The Communists were behinc 


them. The last reports to Chengtu 
put them still 50 miles from the 
city. (Press reports m Hong Kong 
said the Communists now weri 
only six miles away. This migh 
refer to guerrillas or vanguards. 


(Other press acocunts in Hong 


Kong said Communist forces in 
South China had begun an attack 
on Gen. Pai Chung-Hsi's armies 
on Luichow peninsula. 


(The peninsula leads to Hainan 


island, headquarters for the Nat- 
ionalists' south China command. 
Pai is believed to be trying to re- 
move the bulk of his armies to 
Hainan.) 


With Chiang's departure, all im- 


portant officials who are not as- 
signed to the mainland had left 
Chengtu.

or even decently executed in an 
electric chair like the six Nazi 
saboteurs caught coming ashore 
from a U-boat in 1942.

Mrs. Julia Stuart Poyntz Glaser 


Omaha-born 
Communist 
organ- 


izer and OGPU agent, disappear- 
ed mysteriously in 1937 and no 
trace of her has ever been found. 


Carlo 
Tresca, 
Italian 
anti- 


Fascist, was shot in the back as 
he was leaving his New York 
office one evening in 1943. The 
killing came du.ing a Communist 
struggle for control over Italian- 
American 
organizations, but the 


killer was never caught. 


Walter G. Krivitsky, an ex-Red 


army general and Russian master 
spy who had broken with Stalin 
and sought reiuge in America, 
was found shot to death in his 
Washington hotel room in 1941. 
Krivitsky could have been a sui- 
cide, but the other two have been 
put down as Lnsolved murders. 
The crimes indicate how far the 
Communists 
will go, even 
in 


America, when they think it nec- 
essary to attain some specific ob- 
jective. 


It would be wrong to assume 


that post-war cisclosures by the 
House 
Un-Amsrican 
Activities 


Committee, the courts, the FBI, 
the 
Immigration 
Service 
and 


other governmeit or private ag- 
encies have broken Communist 
espionage in the United States. 
No finger has yet been put on 
any Slav super-brain 
directing 


the whole works. 


What has been disclosed, how- 


ever, is the existence of many 
spy rings, operating 
in 
many 


fields. 
Just ho',\ many Commu- 


nist spy rings there may have 
been in the United States in war 
and post-war tjnes is unknown. 
One 
estimate 
by 
Thomas 
M. 


Johnson, a writer on Ameiiran 
intelligence 
work 
since World 


War I, is that there may ha\ e 
been as many as 50. Johnson 
lists one each for New York, 
Chicago, Detroit and Los Ange- 
les, with perhaps 10 in Washing- 
ton. 


Johnson points to the fact that 


in 1947 the Russians had 3,000 
employes in the United States 
with another liO at United Na- 
tions headquarters m New York 
The assumption has been 
that 


every one was a potential spy 
but this does not include those 
American citizens or the nationals 
of satellite countries who can be 
persuaded to do the Communists 
bidding.

To meet this challenge the Na- 


tional Security council in March, 
1949, created a highly secret In- 
ter - departmental 
Intelligence 


conference, known as the IIC. 
Serving on the IIC are the di- 
rector of the FBI and the chiefs 
of Army, Navy, and Air Force 
Intelligence services. 
They have 


been made responsible for the 
coordination of investigation o± 
domestic 
espionage, 
sabotage, 


subversion and all related mat- 
ters affecting U. S. security. 


How they operate and what 


they have done is a closely guar- 
ded and closed book. To reveal 
U S. counter intelligence activi- 
ties would destroy their 
effec- 


tiveness in futuie operations. 


But enough has been levealed 


to show that Communist espio- 
nage in the United- States is a 
formidable force. 
This force is 


characteristic of the fundamental 
false conception under which the 
American Communists have op- 
erated throughout their 30-year 
history. 
They have operated — 


and have probably been directed 
to operate by the' Russians—like 
the original pre-1917 revolution- 
ists in Czarist Russia 
They have 


used stealth, treachery and de- 
ceit. 


Amencan Communism has ne- 


ver operated as an open and 
abo\ e-board political movement. 
It has been a super-secret society 
for underhanded dealing. This is 
the force that must be met and 
conquered 
if the 
war against 


Communism in America is ever 
to be won.

A bill which the president does 


not sign within 10 days aCter 
Congress adjourns automatically 
dies by "pocket veto." When Con- 
gress is in session, an unsigned 
bill becomes law unless vetoed 
within 10 days after it reaches 
him. To veto a bill it is necessary 
for the president to send a message 
to Congress.

Palmer, owner of the St. Jo- 


seph, Mo., News-Press and Gazette, 
was one of the oldest members of 
ihe Associated Press. 


He helped found the present 


Associated Press in 1900. Earlier 
he had been a member of thej 
Western Associated Press and the 
Associated Press of Illinois. 


Palmer had been confined to 


bed for the past thiee weeks. He 
died of pneumonia, his daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. Charles Sill Palmer, 
said. He had been ill about two 
months. 


The venerable newspaper brok- 


er, a native of La Crosse county, 
Wis., 
had resided at this Adiron- 


dack mountain resort community 
for about 40 years. He usually 
wintered at Miami, Fla. 


Palmer was a pioneer news- 


paper broker and owned, outright 
or in part, many daily papers. He 
participated in the operation of 
more than 50 publications from 
coast to coast. 


Passed Up New York Paper 
In the latter part of the past 


century, Palmer used to relate, 
he had a chance to buy an option 
on a controlling interest in the 
New York Times for $50,000. 


He thought he could have closed 


the deal for $25,000, he said, be- 
cause "I inferred that the desire 
was to unload what seemed to be 


hopeless situation and that $25,- 
00 would have been effective as 
n offer for the option." 


The property "seemed to me 


retty hopeless at that time," 
'aimer recalled, although it ap- 
iealed to Adolph S. Ochs, then 
iublisher 
of 
the 
Chattanooga 


'imes, "and he certainly proved 
is judgment better than mine." 
The two publishers, both mem- 
ers of the Associated Press, be- 
ame good friends. 
Palmer said he saw Ochs "quite 
ften in New York as he was mak- 
ng the weakling Times into the 
•orld's gi-eatest newspaper." 
Despite the success that Ochs 


made, Palmer said he had no re- 
rets, for "I would have worked 
myself to death." 


Palmer's first newspaper job, 
•as as a correspondent for the La 
rosse Chronicle at $12 a week, 
le went to the Minneapolis Miller 


few years later for $15 a week 
nd advertising commissions. Two 
ears later he bought the paper, 
fter saving 55,000 to make the 
own payment. 
The Miller prospeied, enabling 
aimer to invest in the Minnea- 
olis Tribune, Journal and Times.

Top Scientific Think er Warns Citizens Not to 
Let US 'Succumb in Welter of Selfishness' 


By DR. VANNEVAR BUSH 


President of the Carnegie Institute 


You men to whom I speak are 


nearly all scientists and engineers, 
or at least you expect to be. In 
these capacities, your function will 
be to understand 
the physical 


world, and on that basis to build, 
to raise standards of living, to 
further prosperity, and thus to 
assure the general condition of 
decency out of which cordiality 
and understanding among nations 
may be fostered. 


Engineers and scientists, as you 


hope to be, are skilled in objective 
reasoning. 
In 
particular, 
they 


usually can add two and two, and 
get four. 
As an exercise in ad- 


dition, I would place before you 
a few important items of recent 
news. They are digits in a sum, 
or factors in an equation. 
As is 


too often true of these things, they 
may not at first glance appear to 
be related. 


First, President Truman re- 


cently expressed the conviction 
that the total income of this 
country, now over 200 billion 
dollar a year, would be raised to 
300 billion dollars a year. Nation- 
al output normally increases two 
per cent a.year because of tech- 
nical advance; it is now prob- 
ably Increasing three per cent 
a year because of greater reli- 
ance on research since the war. 
In less than a generation this 
factor alone can bring about the 
Increase called for. 
But the President had in mind 


no such interval; he calls on us 
to move much faster toward a 
highly 
desirable end. White he 


spoke in terms of dollars, he un- 
doubtedly though in. terms of pro- 
duct and services, oi! which dollars 
are merely a measure. It would be 
possible in a year or two to reach 
the 300 billion mark by merely 
voting wide federal benefits and 
increased taxes, thus reaching an 
output at once of 300 billion dol- 
lars worth 40 cents each. He had in 


pends upon what one believes the 
Russian 
economic system 
can 


stand without collapse. But, what- 
ever the estimate, there 
is no 


doubt that Russia can build, and is 
building, a formidable military 
machine. Whether it does so from 
genuine fear of attack, or inv a

The words are of vital import- 
ance, not only to engineers 
but to all citizens determined 
to keep this country free from 
the taint of totalitarianism. 
During the war Dr. Bush 
headed the Office of Scientific 
Research and Development, 
which co-ordinated 
all re-

seas. 
England is short of fats. 


Africa has enormous areas of fer- 
ile uncultivated land. The labor 
government recently spent some 
20 million pounds to start raising 
peanuts in Africa and extracting 
the oil. The governmental agency 
built docks, roads, schools, hos- 
pitals, housing, and acted through- 
out for the benefit of the' em- 
ployed. It didn't raise any pea- 


\Ve can meet that threat if we 


are strong, we can in fact meet it 
without war, for 
those . in 
the 


Kremlin recognize strength if they 
recognize nothing else. The fact 
that we can meet it was recently 
proved when this country, bring- 
ing to bear on grim business the 
resourcefulness and initiative nur- 
tured in freedom armed its allies 
and joined with them to strike 
down the Nazi might. 


But we cannot meet it if we 


turn this country into a wishy- 
washy imitation of toalitarian- 
ism, where every man's hand is 
out for pabulum and virile cre- 
ativeness has given place to the 
patronizing: favor 
of swollen 


bureacracy. 


Dictatorships 
can 
compete 


with 
dictatorships, 
and 
free 


virile democracy can outpace 
any such in the long pull. But 
a people bent on a soft security, 
surrendering their birthright of 
individual self-reliance for fa- 
vors, 
voting themselves into

supposedly inex- 


houstible public purse, sup- 
porting everyone by soaking a 
fast disappearing rich, scramb- 
ling for subsidy, learning the 
arts of political log rolling and 
forgetting the rugged virtues of 
the pioneer, will not measure up 
to competition with a tough dic- 
tatorship. 


If we go all the way down 


the path to dependence and-ren- 
der ourselves a people fawning 
for handouts on an intriguing 
bureaucracy, Russia can cease 
its building of war machines. It 
will conquer the world without 
them. 
Now I am no pessimist. I be- 


lieve in the democratic system 
and I believe in the sound com- 
mon sense of the American people. 
Moreover I believe thoroughly 
that we have the wit to recognize 
a dangerous trend, reverse it be- 


ask what you -men propose to do 
about it. Some of you will differ 
with my point of view quite com- 
pletely, but no matter. I ask what 
you propose to do about your own 
theory of the dilemma and its so- 
lution. 


Unless you take the naive 


point of view that the building 
of a powerful military machine 
overseas is no concern of ours 
(and 
that 
delightful 
fiction 


seems to have disappeared even 
from the ranks of, the isolation- 
ists) there is something to de 
done. Unless you take the equal- 
ly naive point of view that this 
is an affair of our own military 
men and no concern of the pri- 
vate citizen, you have a prob- 
blem squarely on your doorstep. 
Moreover it is peculiarly yours. 


—for the strength of this country 
means more than arms and serv- 
ices, it involves the entire strength 
and prosperity of the country, 
which is a matter directly in your 
area.

But, in the 
short run, it can produce what it 
wishes to produce, and ignore the 
sufferings of its people, up to a 
limit, and that limit is high. 
It 


can produce an atomic bomb, and 
has done so. In time, how much 
time is arguable and impoi 
can produce a stock of 
bombs. 


The atomic bomb does not 


stand alone. It is not an abso- 
lute weapon. . It is part of a vast 
and intricate armament, and 
much of the nature of that arm- 
ament was spread out for all the 


I know what some of you. will 


do. Some of you unhappily will 
spend your time and effort ex- 
clusively 
in 
passing 
technical 


courses, and thoroughly shun those 
dealing with man's relation to 
man. You will pay not. the slight- 
est attention to the political mael- 
strom about you, and look down on 
those who take an .interest in pol- 
titics, or who have the hardihood 
actually to practice it. You will 
regard such things as history, eco- 
nomics, mass psychology, foreign 
relations, as soft generalizations, 
not worthy of the steel of the man 
who can manipulate a fourier in- 
tegral, 


fore it is too late, and laugh at 
sirens with crockbrained economic 
theories who would guide us down 
an easy path over a precipice. 


I believe also tha the past gen- 


eration, with a rise in the power 
of the common voter, and increase 
also in his preception and grasp of 
public affairs, has brought with 
it highly salutary progress tosvard 
protection 
of 
the 
small 
man 


against the hazards of nature or of 
his grasping neighbor. 


We live in a better world be- 


cause of awakened public consci- 
ousness of its power and its possi- 
bilities. We have done much for 
the underprivileged and more for 
the laborer at the bench, and it is 
well. 
But we can outpace our- 


selves, attempt too much, and 
wreck our industry on which all 
material progress depends. 
Still 


I believe the American people are 
too tough minded to pursue a 
will-of-the-wist over . a cliff. 
I 


know they can add, and I don't 
think they are fooled by stories of 
magic wands or of inexhaustible 
treasures. If I am wrong, we are in 
for disaster.

Guessing Farm Prices is Still 
Far From an Exact Science 


By Peter Edson 


NEA Washington Correspondent 


WASHINGTON—- (NEA)—Once again the 


economic farm prophets have proved them- 
selves not so smart as they thought they were. 
.This time they hsve had to show red faces on 
their hog calling. 


Two seasons in a row, now, there have been 


official cries of alarm that the farmers were pro- 
ducing too many pigs. There have been dire 
warnings that the market would be glutted 
and that prices would go below the farmers' 
costs of production. The only alternative offered 
to save this situation was that the government 
would have to go into a big hog-buying program 
to support the market. 


A year ago, whep there was considerable fear 


of a big surplus spring pig crop, the situation was 
saved by the purchase of many million dollars' 
worth of pork for Great Britain and other Mar- 
shall Plan countries. That took the surplus pig 
population off the' market. It left a reduced 
supply for American consumers, at fairly high 
prices. 


While the Brannun farm income-support plan 


was before the last session of Congress, there 
were again predictions that a bumper crop of 
pigs would glut this market this fall. The pros- 
pect of the government having to support hog 
prices was freely predicted as likely to cost the 
taxpayers as much as $250,000,000. This was cited 


- at the time as one $;ood reason why the Brannan 


plan was better than the present farm price- 
support program. 
Same Boat With Gallup 
But matters haven't worked out that way at 


all, and the experts have been confounded. Two 
things seem to have happened to prevent the 
catastrophe so freely predicted last summer. 


One factor is thai: consumer demand for pork 


has been heavier fian anticipated. With a big 
corn crop making :feed available at reasonable 
prices, and with plenty of pigs in the pens to 
eat it up, the supply of pork has been good and 
prices have been relatively lower than for 
other meats. 


The second factor is that farmers this fall 


have been marke'.ing their hogs at lighter 
weights. Instead of fattening to 300 pounds, they 
have sold more hogs at 200 to 225 pounds. This 
practice has been in accord with Department of 
Agriculture suggestions to market hogs with 
more lean meat on them and not so much fat. 


The result of all these practices has been that 


hog prices have been from 15 cents to S1.20 a 
hundredweight 
a b o v e support price levels 


throughout the fall. And the government hasn't 
had to enter the market to buy up any sur- 
pluses. 


The fall rue of pigs to market usually begins 


in September, increases during the next two 
months, reaches a peak in December, then falls 
off again in the two months following. Govern- 
ment support price;; are varied from month to 
month in an effort to create an even run of hogs 
to market throughout this period. 


This year the, support price was $17.50 per 


cwt. in September, $16.40 in October, $15 in 
November, $14.90 for December. It is $15.50 for 
January and 516.20 for February. 
Farmers May Be Holding Out 


There is still a possibility that farmers may be 


holding back some of their hogs to market later 
at heavier weights and for higher prices. But 
marketings have been from 20 to 40 per cent 
heavier -than normal so far this fall. So the 
likelihood of a glut is minimized and the pre- 


- dieted fall hog market crisis isn't going to come 


off. 


The moral of this is thai economics still isn't 


an exact enough science for accurate prophecies. 
The tides and the phases of the "moon can be 
predicted \vith absolute accuracy for as far 
ahead as anyone wants to know. The weather 
can be predicted wiiJi say 50-50 accuracy from 
24 to 48 hours ahead. It will rain or snow, or it 
won't. 


But business cycles and the ups and downs 


of farm crops, consumer demand and general 
prosperity or lack of it are still in the realm of 
the unpredictable, like the stock market. 


It is fun to guess at how they will work out. 


Plenty of farmers and businessmen make or 
lose fortunes trying to dope these things out. 
If they guess right they're considered smart 
men. If they guess \vrong, they're suckers. 


But any theory or economic plan for predict- 


ing and leveling out these uncertainties, no 
matter how carefully drawn, is apt to fail just 
because of the unpredictable turns like in this 
year's hog market. Men—economists and law- 
makers in particular—aren't that smart yet.

Chungking's Fall Symbolizes 
China's Lack of Will to Resist

The fall of Chungking was more than just 


another defeat in the unbroken series of re- 
verses that began for the Chinese Nationalists 
in Manchuria last year. 
Its loss meant the 


toppling of the capital that above all symbolized 
Chinese resistance of Japanese invasion in the 
World War II. 


In other words, the Chinese Communists have 


achieved what the Japs never did. Whether 
the Japs might have captured Chungking had 
they not become pre-occupied in other theaters 


Much is written, these days about the "welfare 


state" the trend of the United States toward 
socialism, nationalization of industries. Day 
after day this is publicized and no one seems 
to worry much about who will pay ultimately— 
the young people of today, the grandchildren of 
tomorrow. 


Millions will wake up one fine morning and 


discover that something very desirable in our 
way of life in this country has been destroyed. 
Then will come the big howl, too late to salvage 
anything. That's the way it is on the national 
level. 


Let's draw a comparison on the local level. 
Some years ago a street lighting improvement 


program was publicized, a progressive step that 
seemed acceptable and needed. An ordinance 
pertaining to this was read in city council and 
chronicled in the newspapers. From time to time 
the public read about it, the advertising of the 
ordinance, the awarding of the contract for 
boulevard lighting on Broadway. It was a fine 
thing. 


Then one m o r n i n g work on the project 


on Broadway began. A preliminary was cutting 
of trees. People began to inquire what was 
going on while more trees were cut. People 
began to worry; more trees were cut. People 
began to complain; but the tree cutting went on. 
An explanation was forthcoming—the Broadway 
lighting system was about to be installed. But, 
wailed the people we didn't know that to have 
this improvement the tree beauty of our Broad- 
way was to be destroyed. 


Under the bark of many progressive move- 


ments, there are unseen bugs. 


So it is with Broadway. No one thought it 


would turn out that way anymore than they 
think now about what is happening on the na- 
tional level. 


Out of this tragedy of the trees will probably 


come another board or bureau—establishment of 
a city government tree department to approve 
or disapprove any future tree cutting project. 


If this be miraculous balm, perchance in time 


it may hide our heart's wounds over loss of 
Broadway's beautiful trees. 


Better still it may be a cruel lesson on a 


local level to awaken the public mind to dig a 
bit under the surface of promises of progress 
leading to socialism on the national level. 


of battle is something we can never know. 
But the fact is they didn't get it. 


Americans watching the Chinese phase of 


Woild War II marveled that Chungking, deep 
in the interior, could serve effectively as a 
rallying point for the beleaguered Chinese for- 
ces. But the city seemed a stout bastion that 
held the nation together. 
That it now has 


passed into Communist hands so easily is an 
event that to most of us must appear to put 
the final seal on the Nationalists' crushing fail- 
ure. 


Throughout the steady onrush of Red forces 


in China the firm friends of the Nationalist 
government have insisted that there was still 
hope. They have told us the Communists could 
be contained short of complete victory, that 
they could be repelled from important areas of 
the country. 


In their minds has been the idea that the 


westernmost sectors of China would be the 
locale for this resistance. 
Mountains and des- 


erts and impassable roads were factors they 
counted on to bar the Reds' path to this terri- 
tory. 
And, of course, Chungking, in the heart 


of this "inaccessible" land, would as in World 
War II be the focus of Nationalist stiength. So 
has gone the argument. 


Whoever may have been impressed by such 


notions, it is clear the Chinese Communists 
weie not among them. They have surged past 
the insurmountable barriers and marched into 
the city that was to lead the brave fight.

There are many possible causes 


for "dizzy" spells, of which a con- 
dition known as Meniere's syn- 
drome is only one. More common 
m older people, Meniere's syn- 
drome is used to describe a group 
or set of symptoms rather than a 
disease. 


For a long time the term "Me- 


niere's syndrome" was used loose- 
ly for several different kinds of 
diseases 
of the 
inner ear, the 


symptoms of which were alike in 
that there were attacks of dizzi- 
ness or vertigo (there is a slight 
technical diffeience), ringing in 
the ears and increasing difficulty 
in hearing. More recently it was 
realized that various disease con- 
ditions could bring about the same 
symptoms. 


Infection, fractures, tumors and 


injuries may all cause similar 
symptoms. Now doctors also speak 
of "Meniere's disease" (not syn- 
drome) as a distinct condition. 


Symptoms Troublesome 
The symptoms of Meniere's dis- 


ease are irregular attacks of diz- 
ziness, occasional ringing in the 
ears and deafness. 
Its cause is 


believed to bo a dropsy in the deep 


ear, or labyrinth. This dropsical 
condition—accumulation of fluid— 
does not often develop in young 
people, but from the age of 45 on 
is increasingly common. Why it 
should come at all is not known. 


Some patients who drink a lot 


of fluids find that an attack comes 
on a few hours afterwards—prob- 
ably because of the increased ac- 
cumulation of fluid in the laby- 
rinth. 


Several medical treatments, such 


as the use of hlstamine or atropin, 
have met with some favor and 
surgery also has been tried with 
varying degrees of success.

VATICAN 
CITY—Called 
by 


Pope Pius XII the "year of the 
great return and the great par- 
don," the 1950 Jubilee will bring to 
Rome the most ;remendous Pil- 
grimage in the 2,000-year history 
of the Catholic church. It will be 
the 25th of which there is a def- 
inite record. 


Hich, middleclass and poor pil- 


grims will come from the six 
continents of the world. Many, for 
the first time in Holy Year history, 
will come by air: more by sea and 
a good many, imitating their an- 
cient predecessors will come on 
foot. 


For these last ths Pope, remind- 


ing the pilgrims they should nol 
come in the spirit of "pleasure 
seeking" tourists, had a specia' 
word in his bull of May 26, pro- 
claiming May 26, proclaiming the 
Holy Year. 


Estimates of the number 


that will come to Rome to gain

Year offers ranjre. as high as 
6,000,000. More than 2,000,000 
have already registered. 
All will be given an opportunity 


to see the Pope in vast public 
audiences and to receive his bless- 
ing.

ness" conducted by the noted Jes- 
uit orator, Father Riccardo Lom- 
bardi. are preparing for Holy Year, 
which begins Christmas eve. Thai

attention to the Holy Land. 


"Everywhere," he declared, 


especially in the holy places 
Palestine, may the tranquility

be restored as soon as possible." 


The Pope's announcement 


expressed hope that "the var- 
ious social classes, with hatred 
banished and differences set- 
tled, may be united in justice 
and fraternal agreement, and 
that finally the great number 
of those who want may be 
given work to earn on honest 
living and may receive neces- 
sary and opportune aid from 
those who are in better cir- 
cumstances." 
On peace, one of his constant 


thoughts, the Pope said: 


"May 
peace, the object of our 


ardent yearnings, return at long 
last to the hearts of all, the fam- 
ilies, to individual countries and 
to the community of nations." 


To all who come to Rome, con- 


fess their sins, receive communion, 
visit the four Holy Year basilicas 
and recite in them the prescribed 
prayers, the Pope has promised a 
plenary indulgence. According to 
Catholic teaching this is full re- 
mission of the temporal punish- 
ment due to sm, which otherwise 
must be expiated before the soul 
may enter heaven. 


This special indulgence may be 


gained as many times as the pre- 
scribed conditions are met and 
may also be applied to the souls 
of the faithful departed wh'o may 
be expiating in the fires of purga- 
tory, according to Catholic teach- 
ing, the temporal punishment for 
their sins. 


In the "Crusade of Goodness," 


whose leader, Father Lombardi, 
already has spoken to hundreds of 
thousands in Belgium, France, 
Austria, Canada and the United 
States, 
Romans are 
preparing 


themselves spiritually for Holy 
Year. 


The crusade is being broad- 


cast from the Church of Saint 
Mary Major to the 120 par- 
ishes of Rome. A great public 
procession through Rome, bore 
a portrait of the Madonna 
before which Pope Pius cele- 
brated his first mass 50 years 
ago—April 12, 1899. 
The portrait was carried from 


Saint Mary Major to St. Peter's, 
where the Pope will again cele- 
brate a thanksgiving mass before 
it. Later it was carried back to 
Saint Mary Major.

After a 
brief ceremony and prayers, the 
Pope—holding a lighted candle— 
will enter the basilica, first of the 
millions who will cross the sacred 
threshold during the year.

Admit Negroes 


Failure To Get 
Senate Stand By 
A Resolution 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 10— 


(ff)--A Republican failed Friday 
to get Missouri Senate to take 
a stand on admitting Negroes to 
state supported 
white 
colleges 


and universities. 


Sen. Milton F. Napier (R) of 


St. Louis 
offered 
a resolution 


which he said would be a state- 
ment of policy to guide school 
administrators. It sa d the policy 
of the state was to let Negroes 
enter any state school if they 
could not get equivalent courses 
at Lincoln university for Negroes 
here. 


Napier 
said 
the 
resolution 


seemed the only chance for ac- 
tion 
under 
the 
circumstances. 


Pending before the Senate is a 
bill, already 
approved by the 


House, to let Negroes into white 
colleges 
for courses 1hey can't 


get at Lincoln university. 


But Napier said he saw little 


chance of action on that before 
the legislature 
adjourns finally 


»Jan. 14. 


Not Suspend Rulesi 
To get immediate action would 


have required suspension of Sen- 
ate rules—a course the Senate 
rejected on a 9 to 20 standing 
vote. The vote was on suspend- 
ing the rules and not on the 
resolution itself. 


Before the tally Napier's met- 


hod was criticized by Sen. Rich- 
ard J. Chamier (D) of Moberly 
as "a shotgun load x x x more 
than 
a 
blatant 
subterfuge.'' 


Chamier said he favored letting 
Negroes into the University of 
Missouri at Columbia but could 
not condone the indirect method 
ol passing a resolution "to gam 
publicity in the newspapers." 


Napier protested he was sin- 


cere. He said his plan was the 
only way he saw (o get an ex- 
pression of legislat ve policy on 
the controversial subject. 


Senator William M. Quinn (D) 


of Maywood also objected to the 
resolution 
method. He said it 


would be useless for the Senate 
to act, since it could not bind 
the House. 
- Napier's effort—which kept the 
Senate busy for more than an 
hour—came on the heels of a new 
blast in the House oy Rep. How- 
ard Elliott (R) of St. Louis coun- 
ty. Elliott sponsored the Negro 
education bill which was bottled 
up in a Senate committee until 
last week. 


It came out of the committee 


shortly after Elliott had criticized 
the committee and its chairman, 
Sen. D. W. Gilmore (D) of Ben- 
ton. 


Today he said he might have 


been wrong about Gilmore's posi- 
tion, but he renewed his criticism 
of the Senate's delay in acting on 
the bill. 


He said it added up to "an. 


abject 
confession 
of 
lack 
of 


leadership on both the part of 
the governor and the 
Senate." 


Democratic 
Senate 
leaders, 


Elliott charged, campaigned on 
an equal rights platform, but 
had failed to raise their voice for 
the Negro education bill.

Starting today for three days the 


United Artists production of "The 
Jreat Dan Patch" will be shown 
at the Fox theater. Many Seda- 
lians will remember Dan Patch 
when he performed on the State 
Fair track a little over two score 
years ago. 


The race that Dan Patch ap- 


peared in on that day of October 
4, 1909, caused nothing less than 
*a sensation in these pa-rts. 
The 


old microfilmed files of the Se- 
dalia 
Democrat-Sentinel 
reveal 


many interesting things concern- 
ing that day and race. 


On October 3 of the same year 


the following excerpt appeared in 
the above mentioned paper under 
the caption "Tomorrow's Race." 
The paper read: 


"Tomorrow afternoon 
on 
the 


state fair track at Sedalia the 
people of Missouri will have their 
first and perhaps their last op- 
portunity to see Dan Patch and 
Minor Heir, the world's two fast- 
est horses fight it" out for the 
championship of the world." 
Thirteen Years Old 
According to the story Dan was 


thirteen years old at the time of 
the race and had been the undis- 
puted champion for seven years. 
He had received acknowledgment 
everywhere as the greatest horse 
in history. 
The story said, "He 


stands absolutely alone among his 
kind, not only for speed, but for 
endurance, gameness and 
goo'l 


hard 
horse sense." 
The story 


continues." 


"Although Dan received an in- 


jury several weeks ago that would 
have disabled almost any other 
horse for the rest of the season, 
Mr. H. C. Hersey, Dan's trainer 
and driver, said he expected Dan 
to be at his best." 


Started In Ohio 
Dan's first start of the exhibi- 


tion mile was at Columbus, O., in 
the fall of 1902. Since that time 
he has broken the world's record 
fourteen times and at the time 
of the Sedalia race he held seven 
of the world's records. 


Dan Patch, at one time, paced 


73 miles and averaged 1:59% and 
has to his credit forty-five miles 
that average 1:58—faster than any 
other harness horse ever negotiat- 
ed one mile up to that time. 


At the time of the mentioned 


news story, Dan Patch was about 
the

champion pacer second only to 
Dan. The series of races at the fair 
in 1909 were arranged by the two 
horses' owner, N. W. Savage, for 
the purpose of finding out the 
merits of the two great pacers. 
According to the article, the two 
horses had met only on bad, mud- 
dy half-mile tracks and were just 
rounding into form prior to the 
Sedalia affair.

Sedalia race, was the world's rec- 
ord holder and the only horse 
that ever went a mile in better 
than two minutes during the first 
racing season. Savage had bought 
Minor Heir several months before 
the race for a tidy sum of $40,000. 
Crowd of 30,000 
The day of the race Dan Patch 


and Minor Heir were driven out 
on the fair track before a crowd 
of about 30,000 persons. 


The following excerpt appeared 


in the Democrat-Sentinel the next 
day after the contest. 


"The supremacy races for the 


world's championship honors be- 
tween Dan Patch (1:55) and Mi- 
nor Heir (1:59) were called at 
4:25 p. m. today. 


"Dan Patch was driven by H. C. 


Hersey, manager for M. W. Sav- 
age, Dan's owner, while W. B. 
Taylor, Spdalia race horse owner, 
drove Minor Heir. 


"The two horses began their 


warmnig up in the preliminaries 
at 1:00 o'clock. The test of cham- 
pionship honors was a distance of 
one mile. 


"Dan Patch covered the mile in 


2:07 and Minor Heir in 2:07'A. 
Weather Was Warm 
According to the 
article the 


weather was warm and the sun 
shining brightly. The article con- 
tinued: 


"As early as 7 o'clock people 


numbering in the thousands began 
assembling at thci grounds and 
by the middle of the forenoon all 
the buildings were filled of over- 
flowing—the grounds presented a 
sweltering mass of humanity. The 
phrase, "Dan Patch" will be the 


drawing card of this fair," was 
heard all over the grounds." 


The tension was so great that 


many other contests were can- 
celled and other awards were pre- 
sented a day late. 
Liked the Ladies 
From the time Dan Patch was 


a colt he showed a favor for the 
ladies. 


It has become folklore of Dan's 


neighborhood that when the world 
champ was but 
an unknown 


youngster, his tall and pasture 
were play grounds for young la- 
dies to be, who shared their sweet- 
meats with their equine play- 
mate. 


According to an old story Dan 


and a little girl were dashing 
around their playground when the 
little girl suddenly fell directly 
in the horse's path. 
Before he 


could stop ins,hoof struck her and 
she faitcd from sheer fright. With 
wonderful animal intuition Dan 
knew exactly where his friend 
lay and miraculously missed step- 
ping upon and crushing her. 


Cheeked His Gate 
Then the little girl's 
father 


heard her screams and ran across 
the field to her rescue. He was 
not as quick as the horse, how- 
ever. 
Dan 
checked 
his 
gait, 


whirled and was at his 
_ friend's 


side before help 
could 
arrive. 


When the father reached the scene 
he found Dan standing protect- 
ingly beside and was met with a 
look of unmistakable tenderness 
and anxiety in the horse's big eyes. 


In his stable, in his paddock or 


on the track Dan Patch was al- 
ways polite to his feminine ad- 


mirers. He bowed to their plau- 


its and was always willing to 
at all of the sweets that they 
ould get past his attendants. 
Dan was unmindful of admira- 
on under one condition and that 
as when he was out on the 
•ack making one of his record 
mashing miles. To attain his one 
urpose he became a veritable 
acing machine. A pacing ma- 
hine that for years stood alone 
s the world's greatest champion.
